Germany struck her first strong blow on the western 


front since the heralding of a great offensive ancTthe Brit- 
ish have held it in check. 


The German thrust was on a front of more than two 


miles between Marcoing and La Vacquerie and against 
positions which the British have held since the retirement 
after General By.ng's successful blow. 


In the centre the Germans were held for no gain, but on 


either end of the assualting front they entered the British 
front line. The British counter attacks drove the Germans 
from part of these positions and resulted also in the cap- 
ture of some prisoners. Berlin claims that front-line posi- 
tions and a "few hundred" prisoners were captured. The 
fighting continues. 


The Germans' local attack in the Ypres sector and their 


raids northeast of Verdun brought no successes. These 
efforts follow upon heavy German fire in these three sec- 
tors: Cambrai, Ypres and Verdun and may be the fore- 
runners of determined attacks.

In the Italian theatre there has been only artillery ac- 


tivity along the northern front. 
German airplanes again 


have raided Padua, much dahiage being done to monuments 
and buildings by incendiary bombs. 
Three persons were 


killed and three wounded. 


Another advance along the Nablus road, north of Jeru- 


salem, has been made by the British forces in Palestine. 
Against stubborn Turkish resistance the British progressed 
three miles and captured Bireh, ancient Beeroth and three 
other towns. Progress also was made between the Nablus 
road and the Mediterranean coast. 


In Petrograd Sunday the day was given over to peace 


celebrations marked by parades of Bolsheviki followers. 
Members of the German and Austrian peace delegations 
were spectators of the parades. The heads of the German 
and Austrian delegations to the Brest-Litovsk conference, 
Dr. von Kuehlmann and Count Czernin, are returning to 
their respective capitals. Delayed.dispatches from Brest- 
Litovsk indicate that while the representatives of Russia 
and Central powers agree on most of the peace terms, there 
is difficulty in the preliminary" question of settlement con- 
cerning German retirement from occupied Russian territory 
in order to give the inhabitants opportunity'to decide their 
future for themselves. 


. One of the forts at Kronstadt, the naval base near 


Petrograd, has. been blown up by an explosion according to 
a dispatch receiyed in London; Bessarabia and Turkestan 
are reported to have declared their independence, while 
fighting between Bolsheviki and their opponents is reported 
to be going on in Harbin and Irkutsk, Siberia. .General 
Kaledines has been re-elected hetman of the Don Cossacks 
by an overwhelming majority.

Drew as a possibliity for the appoint- 
ment of attorney general of Wiscon- 
sin.

Mr. Drew 
had high endorsements, including the 
members of the supreme court, the 
riead of all of the important depart- 
ments and commissions in the state 
ccpitol, local judges and the leadirg 
members of the Madison bar. 


Prior to his appointment as deputy 


attorney general five years ago, Mr 
Drew was engaged in the private prac-

term as deputy attorney 
general, he 


r.as tried some of the largest lawsuits 
for the state, touching upon corpora- 
tion questions.

this position and under his supervision 
many thousands of tons of coal were 
shipped 
to Western Lake Michigan

The appointment of Mr. Over- 


man has resulted 
in orders

placed for much of this coal to go to 
other states outside of Wisconsin. 


Gov. Philipp on Saturday filed a pro- 


test. A telegram was received at thp 
executive office today saying that Mr.

Is Awaiting Letter 


Pending the receipt of -that letter, 


Gov. 
Philipp is. making no announce- 


ment, although he did say that he 
would use every effort to see to it 
that the people of Wisconsin are kept 
warm.

ish," said Gov. Philipp. 
"We had a 


herd time to get our coal, but part of 
Mr. Overman's order of 1B6 carloads 
was shipped out.

Pre-Civil War Statesman Made 


Money in Madison Real 


Estate Records Show 


The interest .of Daniel .Webster, the 


famous anti-nullification statesman be- 
fore the civil war, in real estate deals 


Wisconsin, has just been made the 


subject of an investigation by the 
Wisconsin historical society. At the 
request of W. A. P. Morris, a veteran 
of the Madison bar, the investigation 
was conducted and many interesting 
sidelights ar.disclosed. In his Wiscon- 
sin land transactions George W. Jones 
was the agent for Mr. Webster in 
southwestern 
Wisconsin and Morgan 


L. Martin of Green Bay, represented 
him in the eastern part of the state. 


"George /Wallace Jones in his auto- 


biography tella of walking along a 
street in Washington, soon after the 
erection of Wisconsin 
territory, 
of 


which he was congressional delegate," 
says the reply to Mr. Morris. "Web- 
ster overtook him, invited him to his 
house and entered into conversation 
with him on the subject of invest- 
ments. Jones, became one of .Web- 
ster's agents. In co-operation 
with 


Webster he made about $20,000 and 
Webster sold his holdings to the Unitr 
ed States bank of Philadelphia for 
S50.000. ' Jones states that 
Webster 


owed him $16,000 when Tie died,'but as 
le had ma'da a good thing by him, he 
never pressed the debt. 
. "With .regard to Madison investment 
:he amount should be $3,000. In the 
biography of .Jones is a reference to. 
a letter dated December 24, 1886, from 
Judge Doty speaking of the associa- 
tion of proprietors for Madison and 
stating that they were twenty-four in 
number, each of whom paid in $100. 
}y February, 1837, the dividends on 
the sales were $170 a share. On the 
strength of this showing Jones sold 
his share to Webster for about $3,000.

from France. Correspondence was pro- 
duced, in which M. Tardieu 
of the 


French high commission, asked the 
war department to order French artil- 
lery and that French deliveries exceed- 
ed the number promised. 


Conference Held 


Conferences between the heads ot 


the British, French and American gov- 
ernments abroad regarding furnishing 
of artillery to America's forces were 
recited by General Crozier. 
He pro- 


duced a letter 
from General Blisa, 


stating that British and French muni- 
tions heads had formally assured hir.i 
that their artillery and ammunition 
production had so increased that they 
would be able to completely equip all 
American forces arriving 
abroad in 


1918. 


"I am not attempting to excuse the 


eituation that requires us to depend 
en our friends 
for heavy artillery," 


said General Croeier, "but the respon- 
sibility rests on th,e whole country." 


Now he had, during previous years, 


often, asked congress for-larger appro- 
priations for artillery, and that he and 
other- army heads, had many times 
called the country's attention to the 
need for more artillery, waa .related 
by the general.

Machine guns, General Crozier said, 


v/ere never expected to Become such an 
important weapon but the Germans, re- 
alizing better than anyone else thair 
i-reat future, proceeded to secure them 
in quantity. 


Turning to the charges 
that pio- 


judice had kept the Lewis gun out of 
American equipment, General Crozier 
detailed the official records of the de- 
prrtment. 


.The first offer, to his knowledge, was 


received May 2, 1912, when thei -Auto- 
matic Arms company asked for a spe- 
cial test. 
The correspondence showed 


that the ordnance board offered a regu- 
lar teat with ammunition furnished 


the goverijpnent. 
No test followed, 


but on March B, 1913, another Lewis 
run was offerad for a -test, which was 
leld at the Springfield arsenal.. The 
Vickers waa adopted, however, because 
the boards' report showed the Lewis 
jun jammed 200 times, had 36 parts 
iroken and 16 parts required replace- 
ment, while the Vickers gun jammed 
only 23, times and had no parts broken. 
The board held the Lewis gun inferior 
to. the' Vickers, or Bennet-Mercier. 


Other tests Made, . 


No other Lewis gun, General Crozier 


said, waa submitted for a test until 
April, 1916. In the tests, General Cro- 
zier said, the manufacturers withdraw 
;he gun because it was said they were 
not in condition. The board, fqund the 
Lewis gun had many desirabie'fea.tures 
and offered to again test it when per- 
'ected.

Germany struck her first strong blow on the western 


front since the heralding of a great offensive ancTthe Brit- 
ish have held it in check. 


The German thrust was on a front of more than two 


miles between Marcoing and La Vacquerie and against 
positions which the British have held since the retirement 
after General By.ng's successful blow. 


In the centre the Germans were held for no gain, but on 


either end of the assualting front they entered the British 
front line. The British counter attacks drove the Germans 
from part of these positions and resulted also in the cap- 
ture of some prisoners. Berlin claims that front-line posi- 
tions and a "few hundred" prisoners were captured. The 
fighting continues. 


The Germans' local attack in the Ypres sector and their 


raids northeast of Verdun brought no successes. These 
efforts follow upon heavy German fire in these three sec- 
tors: Cambrai, Ypres and Verdun and may be the fore- 
runners of determined attacks.

In the Italian theatre there has been only artillery ac- 


tivity along the northern front. 
German airplanes again 


have raided Padua, much dahiage being done to monuments 
and buildings by incendiary bombs. 
Three persons were 


killed and three wounded. 


Another advance along the Nablus road, north of Jeru- 


salem, has been made by the British forces in Palestine. 
Against stubborn Turkish resistance the British progressed 
three miles and captured Bireh, ancient Beeroth and three 
other towns. Progress also was made between the Nablus 
road and the Mediterranean coast. 


In Petrograd Sunday the day was given over to peace 


celebrations marked by parades of Bolsheviki followers. 
Members of the German and Austrian peace delegations 
were spectators of the parades. The heads of the German 
and Austrian delegations to the Brest-Litovsk conference, 
Dr. von Kuehlmann and Count Czernin, are returning to 
their respective capitals. Delayed.dispatches from Brest- 
Litovsk indicate that while the representatives of Russia 
and Central powers agree on most of the peace terms, there 
is difficulty in the preliminary" question of settlement con- 
cerning German retirement from occupied Russian territory 
in order to give the inhabitants opportunity'to decide their 
future for themselves.

In his Wiscon- 
sin land transactions George W. Jones 
was the agent for Mr. Webster in 
southwestern 
Wisconsin and Morgan 


L. Martin of Green Bay, represented 
him in the eastern part of the state. 


"George /Wallace Jones in his auto- 


biography tella of walking along a 
street in Washington, soon after the 
erection of Wisconsin 
territory, 
of 


which he was congressional delegate," 
says the reply to Mr. Morris. "Web- 
ster overtook him, invited him to his 
house and entered into conversation 
with him on the subject of invest- 
ments. Jones, became one of .Web- 
ster's agents. In co-operation 
with 


Webster he made about $20,000 and 
Webster sold his holdings to the Unitr 
ed States bank of Philadelphia for 
S50.000. ' Jones states that 
Webster 


owed him $16,000 when Tie died,'but as 
le had ma'da a good thing by him, he 
never pressed the debt. 
. "With .regard to Madison investment 
:he amount should be $3,000. In the 
biography of .Jones is a reference to. 
a letter dated December 24, 1886, from 
Judge Doty speaking of the associa- 
tion of proprietors for Madison and 
stating that they were twenty-four in 
number, each of whom paid in $100. 
}y February, 1837, the dividends on 
the sales were $170 a share. On the 
strength of this showing Jones sold 
his share to Webster for about $3,000.
